THE SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE COAL FIELD. 

Mr. A. C. Ramsay, Director-General of the Geological Survey of 
Great Britain and Lreland, has addressed the following comimunica- 
tion to the 7tmes, relative to a proposal recently made for offering 
a substantial prize for the best survey of the South Staffordshire 
coal field, with special reference to the extension of the coal mea- 
sures underneath the red rocks of the locality: 

“My attention has been directed to the Iron and Coal Trades 
article in the 7imes of the 4th inst., in which, in consequence of 
the apprehension felt as to the impending exhaustion of “ the thick 
coal in such areas as they have been actually proved,” it is proposed 
that a prize should be offered by the local scientific institutes, to- 
gether with the Ironmasters’ Association, “ for the best survey of the 
coal field, embracing all the latest investigations and discoveries. 
The last survey was made 14 years ago by the late Beete Jukes, 
whose theories as to ‘faults’ and ‘ boundaries’ have been rudely dis- 
turbed by subsequent researches of a practical character.” 

I am not aware that any of Mr. Jukes’s views with regard to the 
faults and boundaries of the South Staffordshire coal field have been 
disturbed in any important particular, if, indeed, they have been 
disturbed at all. Neither do I know that any practical researches 
have disproved the faults laid down as bounding so much of the coal 
field on the east and west. Noone knew better than Mr. Jukes that 
the coal field must in places extend far to the east and west of its 
visible boundary, between the Permian and New Red Sandstone 
strata, and, had he lived,no one would have been better pleased with 
the experimental shaft now being sunk at Sandwell, which, however, 
as yet does not disprove any of the conclusions he arrived at, 

The high regard in which Mr. Jukes’s geological work in South 
Staffordshire is held is proved by the great and continuous demand 
for his “ Map of the Coal Field,” first publisked when he was one of 
the officers of the Geological Survey of England, and afterwards 
brought up to the knowledge of the day when he was director of the 
Geological Survey of Ireland, and the rapid sale of two editions of 
his Memoir on that coal field shows how high was the esteem in 
which it was held by the coalowners and miners of the district. The 
value of the work of the Geological Survey is also witnessed by the 
applications which have been made to me for a re-survey of the 
coal field. This will bedoneintime. Sir Henry James, the Director 
of the Government Topographical Survey, has been instructed to re- 
survey all the coal fields of England not previously mapped, on a 
scale of 6 in. to | mile; and, when that is done, I have also been in- 
structed to geologically re-survey these coal fields. It would be a 
wasteful task to do this now ona I|-in. scale, and shortly after to re- 
commence on the larger one. If, however, the scientific and mining 
interest of South Staffordshire can, by help of a prize, or by any other 
inducement, produce a new geological map, as much superior to Mr. 
Jukes’s as his was to all preceding work of the kind, I, for one, shall 
be exceedingly pleased.” 





ARTIFICIAL ILLUMINATION—THE SILBER LIGHT, 

That “ It’s an ill wind that blows no one any good” is so unques- 
tionably a truthful maxim that we cannot doubt that such dense 
foggy weather as we have had in London during the past week must 
have raised the spirits of all engaged in the supply of apparatus for 
the production of artificial light, precisely in the same proportion 
as it has proved depressing to those who have been thrown upon 
their resources to find some suitable substitute for sunlight; and at 
the present time there is such a general wish to see that economy 
is combined with efficiency that it is not surprising that even in- 
creased attention has been given by the public to the merits of the 
Silber light. The technical details of the inventions applied by Mr. 
A. M. Silber in the production of his improved lights have already 
been described in the Mining Journal, but in the process of deve- 
loping his inventions Mr, Silber has succeeded in making almost 
innumerable applications, so as to meet the requirements of all 
classes—of the workman who merely desires a pure and brilliant 
light, and is quite content with a lamp costing but a few shillings, 
of those who desire a convenient and effective method of illumi- 
nating their country mansions, and of the mariner, by providing a 
reliable and economic system of illumination for lighthouses. The 
principle of the inventions can be explained in afew words; it con- 
sists in securing as nearly as may be perfect combustion, whether 
the fluid burnt be vegetable or mineral oil; but all who have had 
anything to do with the construction of lamps, and, indeed, many 
whose connection with them is limited to their use, are well aware 
what extremely careful arrangements are necessary to ensure even 
an approach to perfection. But Mr. Silber has been most successful 
in this direction, and by carefully admitting his air-currents both 
into the centre and around the flame he has obtained excellent com- 
bustion in every form of lamp which he manufactures, and whether 
he burns colza or petroleum. 

In connection with petroleum lamps he has, after overcoming 
many obstacles, recently perfected a street lantern, in which the 
oil is burnt without the aid of a glass or other transparent chim- 
ney, and at the same time without involving more than ordinary 
attention in lighting and regulating ; and considering the statement 
which has several times been made that a light can be produced 
from mineral oils from 40 to 50 per cent. cheaper than the same 
light from coal gas costing 3s. 9d. per 1000 cubic feet, it will readily 
be understood that for the lighting of country railway stations, 
small villages, &c., such a lamp as that just mentioned would be in- 
valuable. But the majority will probably feel more immediate in- 
terest in the invention as applied to the production of lamps for 
domestic purposes ; it may, therefore, be mentioned that at the pre- 
sent time an interesting lecture is being delivered at the Royal 
Polytechnic Institution by Prof. Gardner upon means of artificial 
illumination generally, and upon the Silber tight in particular, and 
after tracing the progress of invention in this direction from the 
earliest times of candles and hand-lamps with tloating wicks, and 
referring to the introduction of gas, naptha, petroleum, electricity, 
&c., as means of illumination, the audience were easily led to the 
consideration of the Argand burner, the judicious use of which is 
the basis of Mr. Silber’s inventions, the success achieved being prac- 
tically demonstrated by the withdrawal of a curtain to display a 
large collection of Silber lamps of various forms and sizes, and con- 
suming numerous kinds of vegetable and mineral oils, 

The result is effective in the extreme, as will readily be under- 
stood when it is stated one of the lamps alone burning colza oil has 
an Argand burner 5 in. in diameter, and giving a light of nearly 800 
candles ; perhaps the most remarkable feature in this portion of the 
lecture being the absence of smoke and smell, so often regarded as 
inseparable from oil lamps. The Silber lamp can be used with 
equal facility for burning either colza or petroleum oil, as has already 
been stated ; and as many have still great prejudice against mineral 
oils the colza lamps will doubtless be extensively used; but it must, 
of course, be well known that mineral oil is by far the more econo- 
mic, and when any of the qualities ordinarily sold are employed 
there is absolutely no danger attending its use; indeed, Mr. Silber 
does not hesitate to say that all the petroleums sold in the trade are 
suitable for burning in his lamps, except they be railway roof lamps, 
for which he recommends the special quality known as “ mineral 
sperm,” which even when heated to 250° Fahr. will not give off any 
inflammable vapour. This oil is also specially adapted to burn in 
lamps made by Mr. Silber for use in factories. 

But it is not alone to the obtainment of the perfect combustion 
of oils that Mr. Silber has given his attention; so satisfied was he 
that he had hit upon the correct principle that he undertook a series 
of experiments for ascertaining the value of its application to the 
combustion of gas, and his results have been most encouraging. 
Ife has at present open to inspection at the works of the Silber 
Light Company some gas burners which are really excellent, Ar- 
gands, batswings, and fishtails have all received his attention, but 
from present appearances it is certainly the Argand which seems 
most likely to come into general use. One of these burners was, in 
the testing-room, consuming only 5 ft. of gas per hour (for the guid- 
ance of those not practically acquainted with gas testing it may be 
stated that this represents the usual consumption of a fishtail burner), 
yet the photometer showed that it was yielding a light equal to 


21 candles. The relative economy of burning the gas in such a man- 
ner as tu secure these results, and of burning in the usual way, will 
be understood by all; yet the improved system involves no com- 
plexity whatever, the apparently impossible results being obtained 
entirely through the care that has been taken to so construct the 
burners that every particle of gas is burned, and that, tuo, under the 
best possible conditions. A visit to the Silber Light Company’s 
works will be interesting to anyone, and to those who are large em- 
ployers of artificial light it will, doubtless, prove profitable also.

[EXTRACTS FROM OUR MINING CORRESPONDENCE. ] 


West Rosxear.—A valuable discovery has been madeat this mine.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Oct. 30.—There is certainly a more hopeful feeling in mining circles 
this week than last, and so far as we can see decidedly not without 
justification. The discovery at Dolcoath has given a large amount 
of confidence to adventurers in deep mines, and will have an im- 
portant effect in assisting the county to tide over the present crisis. 
The truth is to follow up the line of thought indicated the other day 
by Mr. Warington Smyth. We do not yet know the riches of this 
wonderful county ; its great mining industry has lived out centuries, 
has tided over crises almost without number, and will live for cen- 
turies more, let the drawbacks be what they may—for these draw- 
backs are, “One and All,” no more than foresight and skill can over- 
come. Theissue is never really doubtful; it is simplya question of 
time. Time just now appears to be on our side, too, in reference to 
the imports of tin from Australia; these are unquestionably falling 
off; they have been made to exert an influence which never really 
belonged to them, and now that the tide has begun to turn the re- 
action should be speedy. The belief that a recovery in the standard is 
not far off is every day gaining ground ; but this will unquestionably 
be governed to some extent by the state of the money market. From 
one cause and another the tin market is marvellously sympathetic. 

As to the drawbacks mentioned above it is perfectly clear that 
while there-is every disposition to grapple with them, the way how 
to do this effectually has not yet been discovered. The great need 
of the day in this matter is united action; and the problem is how 
to effect this, One hardlyjhears an objection to the theory that dues 
ought to be assessed on net profits; but nobody seems inclined to 
“bell the cat” by taking a stand upon it; yet facts and arguments 
are nowhere wanting. Is it not an anomaly, for example, that Dol- 
coath which made in round numbers about 8000/. profit in the three 
months should pay just a third of that amount in dues. Here one- 
twentieth gross comes to one-third net; and this is, perhaps, the 
most favourable instance at this moment to be found in the county. 
Then, it is estimated that the merchant's profit on every ton of mine 
coals is at least 5s. Cannot the miners do anything to help them- 
selves in this particular? And as to the sale charges both for tin 
and copper they are really, from a producer's point of view, utterly 
indefensible. But grumbling alone will not mend matters, 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Oct. 30.— During the past week there has been very little altera- 
tion in the state of trade. Iron manufacturers, as a rule, have been 
very busy; those engaged in the production of pig-iron have had 
as much as they can do to keep pace with the demand made upon 
their resources, Mill material, including rails, plates, and sheets is 
in very brisk request. During the latter part of last week there 
was a complete block at all the stations at London, to that the in- 
land coal appeared almost a drug in the market.

THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES OF MINING BY MACHINERY. 

The first point, and tl 
mind ‘is the following:—The work to be done must be carried out, 
so as to facilitate the action of the 
the former habits and ways of the miners themselves, For instance, 
in driving a level or aditthe miner places his holes at various angles, 
and in particular spots, which he chooses from his knowledge of the 
atrata, the nature of the rock, and the very natural desire of eco- 
nomising his labour in putting useless holes, and his powder, by 
placing his shots in the most advantageous position to bring down 
a large burden. This entails a system of machinery, and especially 
of stands or carriages, which will adapt themselves to all positions, 
and enable the machinery to be fixed at any requisite angle, or in 
any desired position. However ingenious may be} the contrivances 
which have been devised to obtain the result (and they are numer- 
ous), the continual shifting of the machine entails such a loss of time 
that in practice, and to our knowledge, no superior result has been 
obtained by rock-boring machinery than by hand labour. At the

supervision ; and although it bored the rock very successfully, the 
total progress per week was actually less than by hand, At the 
Esgair-Hir Mines the same result took place, and we might multiply 
such instances.

The next point is the cost of working mechanically or by hand. 
It is an opinion generallyentertained, and which was our own when 
we began several years ago to give our attention to mechanical 
rock-boring, that the use of such machinery would have the natural 
effect of reducing the expenditure per yard or per fathom of the 
work done. Practice, however, has shown us in the most positive 
manner that there is no economy to be expected in the use of ma- 
| chinery except that of time. In fact, in all the cases where long 

drifts have been in progress for months, and even years, the expen- 
| diture is a trifle higher by machinery than by hand, 
cost may besafely reckoned to be somewhat under that of hand labour. 

The real advantage to be expected and obtained by the use of 
machinery is the saving of time to a very considerable extent. One 
machine can do the work of from 10 to 20 men, according to the 
hardness of the rock and other circumstances. It will, therefore, 
be easily understood that by carrying to the front of the heading 
(say) four machines, the same result will be obtained as if four times 
15 or 20 men had been set to work on the same front, but the limited
